1 . A light source comprising: 

a) a planar substrate having an upper surface and a lower surface, a 
portion of the upper surface defining a recess having a side wall 
tapering outwards towards the upper surface, 

b) a light emitting diode mounted in the recess of the substrate 
adjacent the side walls, 

c) a first electrically-conductive interconnect extending between the 
upper and lower surfaces, the first interconnect having a terminal 
on the upper surface coupled to the light emitting diode and an 
exposed pad on the lower surface for coupling to external circuitry, 

d) a second electrically-conductive interconnect extending between 
the upper and lower surfaces, the second interconnect having a 
terminal on the upper surface coupled to the light emitting diode 
and a conductive pad on the lower surface for coupling to external 
circuitry, and 
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
